— Mr. White, the correspondent 
ot the New York Tribune, in bis tel- 
egram to that paper from this eity dated 
on the 7th, says: 

A stranger arriving in Raleigh, to- 
day, would suppose that some dreadful 
calamity bad befallen the city. The 
people have returned to their places 


with long faces and sad hearts. The 
telegraph office, which, for a week, has 
been thronged almost to suffocation, is 
almest deserted. The operators, who 
have been working night and day, un 
till they are entirely exhausted, are re 
lieyed, ahd business has returned to its 
accustomed channels. The coolest 
among the Conservatives did not finally 
give up the State until this morning.— 
Phe news of last evening was very di 
couraging, but Merrimon’s election still 
seemed possible, while the majority 
against him, as far as reported, was only 
300 or 400, with ‘several western coun- 
ties to hear from, and the returns from 
many others to be corrected ; but when 
by mail and telegraph the official votes 
of nearly half the counties in the State 
came in this morning and swelled Cald- 
well’s majority to more than 1,000 votes 
they were forced to give up and admit 
the Administration — 

And yet the election is tar from being 
a complete triumph for the Grant party. 
The Governorship of this State is only 
anempty honor unless the incumbent 
has the Legislature to back him. I 
know that it will be said that the Libe- 
rals would not have thought so had 
they carried the State, but the fact is 
that the Governor in this State has no 
power to veto a bill, and can therefore 
in no way affect legislation except by 
his personal influence. He has no im- 
portant appoiotments to make, unless 
a judicial vacancy occurs, when he can 
name a Judge pro tem. His duties are, 
therefore, comparatively unimportant 
except in extraordinary times. On the 
other hand, the Conservatives have ia 
the first place chosen a majority of the 
members ot Congress, and will send to 
Washington another Senator in accord 
with the Liberal Administration, should 
that party be successful in the Novem- 
ber election. In gaining the isla- 
lature they also get rid of John Pool, 
as the people here all call their semor 
Senator. This man, North Crro- 
linians look uvon asthe author of all 
their woes, und had they been asked be- 
fore the election to choose between de- 
feat with John Pool beaten, and success 
with John Pool in the Senate another 
six years, they would have unhesitating- 
ly chosen the former. 

Almost the only thing that gives this 
apparent Administration success any 
importance is that it seems to indicate 
that the State is for Grant by a small 
majority. This is, I think, a mistake. 
If the official majority proves to be as 
small as it now promises to be, Judge 
Merrimon will contest the election with 

ood prospects of success, There 1s no 
doubt that there was fraudulent voting 
by negroes all over the State, especially 
inthe East. In Raleigh the names of 
no less than 400 men were found regis- 
tered who were not entitled to vote, and 
it was only by the vigilance of 
the Liberals that they were not 
cheated to that amount right here in 
the capital of the State. The same 
thing was done in all of the principal 
railroad towns west of here, but in the 
east the names were not only registered, 
but the votes were actually cast. Itcan 
be casily proven that in Brunswick and 
Bladen counties at least 300 illegal 
votes were given. In one eastern town- 
ship the election went on from sunrise 
until noon without the registration 
hooks. There is also positive proof of 
the importation of negroes from Vir- 

inia into Beaufort and other counties, 
$25,000 having been used by the Ad- 
ministrationists in one county alonc.-— 
The Grant men are very jubilant to- day. 
and predict that the State will go for 
Grant almos: without effort by 10,000 
or 15,000 majority. The Conservatives 
have little to say, but are already pre- 
paring for the campaign, and will give 
the Administration a harder contest 
between now and November than they 
have had this Summer.
